The  Evangelbatic  Campaign 

Last  week  I  called  attention  to  the  75  Million 
Round  Up  Campaign  which  Is  on  now  and  which 
must  come  to  a  close  by  the  first  of  May. 

I  want  to  call  attention  to  the  evangelistic 
campaign. 

It  is  the  universal  feeling  that  this  should  be 
a  year  of  great  evangelistic  effort.  Ood  has  bless¬ 
ed  us.  Peace  has  come.  Prosperity  is  here.  Let 
us  no  forget  Ood  and  the  needs  of  a  lost  world. 

I  feel  from  the  depth  of  my  soul  that  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  will  not  have  done  their  duty  it 
they  do  not  blanket  the  state  with  evangelistic 
meetings  made  as  powerful  as  prayer  and  faith 
can  make  them. 

We  are  not  going  to  try  tto  hold  simultaneous 
county  evangelistic  campaigns  There  are  two 
reasons:  (1)  we  do  not  want  to  dlstrub  the 
churches  In  their  revival  work  by  suggesting  to 
them  a  time  for  their  meeting  other  than  that 
which  they  have  selected;  (2)  It  would  be  diffi¬ 
cult,  If  not  impossible,  to  secure  preachers 
enough  to  hold  all  the  meetings  should  we  at¬ 
tempt  a  county  wide  simultaneous  campaigns. 

We  are  going  to  hold  our  evangelistic  cam¬ 
paign  on  the  calendar  plan.  Our  plan  Is  as  fol¬ 
lows:  We  will,  just  as  rapidly  as  possible,  secure 
from  every  church  in  the  state  the  time  of  its 
meeting,  the  name  of  its  pastor  and  the  name 
of  the  man  who  la  going  to  do  the  preaching  in 
the  meeting.  Just  as  fast  as  this  Information  can 
be  secured  It  will  be  tabulated.  The  churches  will 
be  listed  by  weeks.  For  Instance  all  the  churches 
in  the  state  holding  their  metings  the  first 
week  In  July  will  be  listed  In  that  week,  those 
holding  their  meetings  In  the  second  week  In 
July  will  be  listed  In  that  week,  and  so  on 
through  the  summer  until  all  of  the  churches  are 
listed. 

These  lists  of  churches  will  be  published  In 
advance  and  all  the  Baptists  of  tha  state  will 


be  asked  to  pray  each  day  while  the  meetings 
are  in  progress.  We  will  also  send  from  our  of¬ 
fice  bundles  of  tracts  to  be  distributed  at  these 
meetings.  We  will  also  assist  the  pastors  in 
every  way  possible  to  make  their  meetings  suc¬ 
cessful.  We  will  keep  in  touch  with  the  churches 
and  after  each  series  of  meetings  closes  returns 
will  be  published  so  that  all  the  Baptists  in 
the  state  will  know  how  the  campaign  goes. 
There  will  be  much  besides  this  which  we  will 
do  from  our  office.  Details  will  be  given  later. 

Another  feature  of  the  campaign  la  to  provide 
for  meetings  in  school  houses  and  communities 
where  there  is  no  Baptist  church  but  where 
there  are  people  to  be  reached.  The  information 
concerning  these  places  is  to  be  given  us  by 
the  county  organisations  and  we  in  cooperation 
with  the  county  organizations,  will  see  that  a 
preacher  is  secured  for  these  places.  We  are 
publishing  In  this  week's  Record  a  blank  to  be 
filled  out  and  returned  to  this  office  giving  in¬ 
formation  concerning  such  places.  Let  every  one 
who  knows  of  a  place  where  there  ought  to  be 
a  meeting  get  the  information  to  us  at  once. 

We  want  also  a  list  of  all  the  churches  in  the 
state  which  have  no  pastors  and  the  time  these 
churches  are  accustomed  to  hold  their  metings. 
We  want  this  Information  so  that  we  can  secure 
some  one  to  hold  a  meeting  in  these  churches 
it  they  desire  our  services. 

Our  purpose  In  this  campaign  is  to  reach  every 
community  in  the  state  without  exception.  Miss¬ 
issippi  must  ring  with  the  gospel  message  of  the 
New  Testament  as  it  has  never  rung  before.  We 
must  sow  tbe  state  down  in  tracts  on  the  plan 
of  salvation,  Baptist  distinctive  beliefs,  what  the 
Bible  teaches  about  tbe  ordinances  and  so  on. 
Baptists  must  have  a  fruitage  year.  Let  us  trust 
In  Ood  and  work  to  that  end. 

Last  week  we  sent  out  a  return  card  to  all 
the  church  organisers  asking  for  information 
concerning  the  meeting  the  church  expects  to 
hold  this  summer.  Many  of  these  cards  are  being 
returned  to  us.  Others  will  be  returned  just  as 
soon  as  the  Information  can  be  secured.  Let 
every  one  who  received  one  of  these  cards  an¬ 
swer  It  at  once. 

This  week  we  are  sending  out  a  letter  to  all 
the  pastors  with  cards  enclosed  to  be  filled  out 
and  returned  to  us.  Brother  pastor  let  me  Insist 
that  you  fill  out  these  cards  and  return  them 
to  us  at  the  earliest  hour  possible. 

If  we  make  the  campaign  as  far  reaching  as 
we  hope  to  make  It  then  we  must  have  (he 
hearty  coo|teration  of  every  church  and  every 
pawtor  In  the  state.

opened  by  singing  "Bringing  in  the  Sheaves," 
led  by  Mr.  Sellers.  Mr.  O.  W.  Walton,  mayor  of 
the  city  of  Newton,  delivered  an  address  of  wel¬ 
come  to  the  convention.  He  said  the  people  of 
Newton  would  prove  their  welcome  to  the  visi¬ 
tors  by  the  smiles  they  wore  and  the  kindnesses 
they  showed  more  than  with  the  spoken  word. 
To  this  kindly  address  Rev.  A.  J.  Dickerson, 
of  Tupelo,  very  happily  responded. 

The  first  Item  on  the  program  was  "The  Pas¬ 
tor's  Hour."  Mr.  Strickland  conducted  this  con¬ 
ference  by  discussing  freely  and  helpfully  to  all 
many  of  the  pastor's  problems  in  Sunday  school 
work.  He  said  the  pastor  is  God's  called  man. 
He  must  therefore  be  a  man  of  vision,  capable 
of  seeing  his  wonderful  opportunity  and  privi¬ 
lege.  in  leading  and  developing  folks  for  king¬ 
dom  actvities.  His  relationship  to  the  Sunday 
school,  also  to  the  superntendent,  was  dis¬ 
cussed.  Mr.  Strickland  being  the  general  su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Emanuel  Baptist  church 
Sunday  school,  Nasnville.  Tenn.,  was  able  to 
bring  a  treat  not  only  to  the  pastor  but  to  the 
superintendent  as  well  in  thfs  hour.  Mr.  Sellers 
then  conducted  a  song  service  which  reached  Its 
climax  in  the  solo,  "Saved  by  the  Blood." 

At  11:30  o'clock  Dr.  Porter  again  delivered 
one  of  his  inspiring  addresses.  He  chose  for  his 
scripture  passage  Matthew  1:1-17.  He  an¬ 
nounced  as  his  subject  the  Genealogy  of  Christ. 
From  this  often  neglected  passage  Dr.  Porter 
brought  a  magnificent  and  meaningful  address. 
He  added  a  new  emphasis  to  the  Bible  as  God's 
inspiring  word.  He  said  God  is  a  great  econo¬ 
mist  and  wastes  nothing,  that  this  genealogy  Is 
God-breathed  and  has  a  purpose,  a  part  of  whch 
may  be  the  revelation  of  the  following  facts: 

1.  It  certifies  to  his  Messiahshlp  by  proving 
him  a  son  of  Abraham  and  a  son  of  David.  He 
was  not  only  the  son  of  Abraham,  the  father  of 
Jewish  faith,  but  aii  heir  to  the  Jewish  throne 
from  the  House  of  David. 

2.  It  shows  that  Jesus  came  in  the  fulness 
of  time.  Everything  that  looked  to  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  man  had  failed;  a  world  language  had 
been  prepared,  and  there  was  peace  on  the  earth 
for  the  first  time  in  centuries. 

3.  It  shows  that  Jesus  came  through  all 
kinds  of  people,  through  patriarchs,  wicked 
kings,  good  men  and  fallen  women. 

4.  It  tells  us  that  heredity  isn’t  everything; 
blood  does  tell  but  it  doesn't  tell  everything. 
Man  Is  not  the  product  of  his  ancestry — man  is 
his  own  ancestor.  Te  fact  that  one  has  bad 
blood  In  his  ancestral  line  Is  no  excuse  for  wrong 
doing. 

6.  It  tells  us  of  the  brevity  of  human  life. 

6.  It  shows  that  genealogy  ends  with  Jesus. 
He  said  the  sorrow  of  sorrows  to  the  Jew  Is  to 
have  no  descendants.  The  genealogy  breaks  off 
with  Jesus,  but  we  may  become  His  spiritual 
sons  and  daughters. 

After  this  address  such  announcements  as 
were  necessary  were  made  to  the  convention, 
which  closed  for  the  dinner  hour  with  prayer 
led  by  Dr.  W.  C.  Tyree,  of  Greenwood. 

Afternoon  Snwion. 

The  convention  reassembled  at  two  o’clock, 
when  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Dr. 
M.  K.  Thornton,  recently  pastor  of  the  Main 
Street  church,  Hattiesburg,  but  now  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Jackson.  Dr. 
Thornton  called  for  testimonials  or  scripture 
verses,  to  which  a  number  responded,  inter¬ 
spersed  with  prayer  by  various  brethren.  The 
afternoon  was  given  up  to  discussion  under  three 
general  heads,  namely:  The  teacher,  the  su¬ 
perintendent,  and  the  parent.  Rev.  J.  D.  Ray  of 
Starkvllle,  discussed  the  teacher's  mental  and 
physical  preparation;  S.  G.  Posey,  of  Magee,  the 
teacher's  spiritual  life;  Rev.  Roland  Leavell.  of 
Oxford,  the  teacher  and  his  class.  These  dis¬ 
cussions  were  necessarily  brief  but  practical  and 
helpful  to  all  concerned.

The  convention  opened  on  schedule  time,  8:45 
Wednesday  morning,  with  Rev.  R.  L.  Wallace, 
of  Inverness,  vice-president,  presiding  over  the 
Sunday  school  section,  which  met  in  the  Baptist 
church  building,  and  Rev.  W.  E.  Farr,  of  Gloster. 
also  vice-president  of  the  convention,  presiding 
over  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  section  which  met  in  the 
Methodist  church  building  through  courtesy  of 
the  pastor.  > 

Sunday  School  Session . 

The  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by 
Rev.  A.  A.  Stanley,  recently  returned  to  Missis¬ 
sippi.  his  native  state,  as  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  at  Grenada.  At  the  close  prayer  was  of¬ 
fered  by  Rev.  Roland  Leavell,  of  Oxford.  Prompt¬ 
ly  at  nine  o'clock  the  sectional  conferences  on 
Sunday  school  work  began.  Miss  Minnie  Brown 
of  Pontotoc,  our  efficient  worker  of  the  Sunday- 
School  Department  of  Mississippi,  conducted  a 
conference  with  those  interested  In  the  work  of 
the  elementary  department  of  the  Sunday  school. 
It  is  needless  to  say  that  it  was  Inspiring  and 
helpful  all  the  way  through.  At  the  same  time 
Mr.  Harry  L.  Stripling  of  Nashville,  Terin.,  su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Organized  Class  Work  for 
the  entire  South,  conducted  a  conference  on  the 
work  of  the  Intermediate  department.  He  placed 
special  emphasis  on  organized  class  work  of  the 
department,  saying  that  every  intermediate  class 
whether  rural  or  clMr,  should  be  orgnized.  He 
mentioned  as  the  three  essential  officers  of  the 
class  the  president,  vice-president  and  secretary- 
treasurer,  whose  duties  are  as  follows:  The 
president:  He  shall  preside  over  the  class  ses¬ 
sion  and  monthly  business  meeting;  he  shall 
also  be  responsible  for  and  the  leader  of  the 
activities  of  th^class.  The  vice-president:  He 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  class  in  the 
absence  of  the  president  and  shall  be  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  enlargement  of  the  class.  The  secre¬ 
tary-treasurer:  He  is  responsible  for  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  class.  Here  Mr.  Strickland  recom¬ 
mended  the  six  point  record  system  as  the  best 
system  for  the  modern  Sunday  school  and  the 
organized  class.  This  system  grades  the  pupil 
on  six  vital  points,  namely:  attendance  at  Sun¬ 
day  school,  punctuality,  Bibles  brought,  contri¬ 
butions  made;  preparation  of  the  lesson,  and 
attendance  on  the  preaching  service  of  the 
church.  As  treasurer,  be  should  keep  his  class 
'in  form  on  the  financial  operation  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation  and  the  objects  to  which  the  money  goes. 
Mr.  8trlckland  also  led  In  a  general  discussion  of 
the  departmental  problems  of  the  small  school 
In  city  and  country.

the  superintendent  and  his  program,  Mr.  Strick¬ 
land  then  discussed  the  superintendent  and  his 
counsel,  but  before  speaking  Mr.  Strickland  very 
wisely  and  happily  led  that  great  convention 
throng  in  a  number  of  relaxation  exercises.  In 
beginning  his  address  Mr.  Strickland  said  if  tl)e 
superintendent  has  no  program  he  doesn't  need 
a  council.  He  also  emphasized  the  place  and 
responsibility  of  the  pastor  in  guiding  and  co¬ 
operating  the  policies  and  plans  of  the  superin¬ 
tendent.  \  ■ 

Just  here  the  convention  heard  a  discussion 
not  frequently  beard  in  such  gatherings,  but  of 
paramount  Importance.  The  parents’  obligation 
to  the  home  was  discussed  by  Dr.  W.  C.  Tyree 
of  Greenwood.  Dr.  Tyree's  message  was  not  only 
timely  but  a  great  treat  to  every  one  present. 
He  emphasized  the  thought  that  the  parent 
makes  the  home  and  pointed  out  that  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  a  home  is  the  greatest  thing  parents  ever 
do,  and  that  the  home  will  determine  to  a  large 
extent  what  the  destiny  of  the  boys  and  girls 
who  go  from  that  home  into  the  world  will  be. 
His  address  was  one  of  the  most  helpful  features 
of  the  entire  program.  Following  Dr.  Tyree’s 
address,  Dr.  J.  A.  Taylor,  of  Brookhaven,  spoke 
briefly  on  the  parents'  obligation  to  the  Sunday 
school,  outlined  as  follows: 

1.  Information. 

2.  Cooperation. 

3.  Example. 

4.  Bupport.  i 

5.  Prayer. 

The  convention  sang  at  the  close  of  Dr.  Tay¬ 
lor’s  address  “Christ  Receiveth  Sinful  Men,"  and 
dismissed  with  prayer  the  evening  session. 

Wednesday  Evening. 

The  convention  opened  promptly  at  7:30  with 
a  great  crowd,  more  than  600  messengers  hav¬ 
ing  been  erolled  up  to  this  time.  Mr.  Sellers 
conducted  a  brief  song  service,  after  which  J.  E. 
Byrd  presented  Dr.  Lawrence  to  the  convention, 
and  spoke  briefly  but  enthusiastically  on  the 
675,000,000  campaign,  as  It  is  related  to  our 
state  vfork  and  the  future.  He  spoke  of  three 
Important  campaigns  to  be  waged  In  the  state 
this  year,  a  round-up  campaign  which  closed 
the  first  of  May,  to  put  on  the  $75,000,000  cam¬ 
paign  In  the  churches  that  have  not  done  so 
and  finish  putting  it  on  with  those  that  have 
begun:  also  to  collect  oue-flfth  of  the  amount 
subscribed,  by  the  1st  of  May.  8econd,  a  church 
to  church  campaign,  put  on  in  every  county  In 
the  state,  going  to  every  churtfh  In  the  county, 
and  dealing  with  enlistment  problems  of  the 
local  church:  also  to  enroll  prospective  students 
for  a  Sunday  School  Normal,  to  be  held  In  every 
county  in  the  state:  also  to  help  the  women  to 
organize  missionary  societies  In  every  church  in 
the  county.  This  campaign  will  close  the  15th 
of  July.  Third:  Evangelistic  campaign  which 
will  not  be  a  simultaneous  county  campaign,  but 
in  which  the  state  forces  will  cooperate  with 
every  church  In  the  state  by  supplying  literature 
and  providing  preachers  or  missionaries  when¬ 
ever  they  are  needed,  and  In  any  way  possible  in 
winning  lost  souls  to  Jesus  Christ. 

Both  encampments  In  the  state  which  meet 
In  July  had  representatives  at  the  convention  at 
this  time.  After  a  song  by  the  convention  and 
a  prayer  by  Mr.  Strickland.  Mr.  E.  O.  Sellers 
who  is  not  only  a  singer  of  power,  but  a  public 
speaker  of  no  little  zeal,  addressed  the  conven¬ 
tion  on  the  popular  subject.  Tasks,  Tools  and 
Triumphs.  He  spoke  of  our  task  as  a  dignified 
and  delighted  one.  of  our  tools  as  the  church  in 
its  preaching  services  and  ordinances:  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  our  lips,  our  organized  teaching  force, 
the  word  of  God  and  prayer  of  our  triumphs 
as  pleasing  the  Master  whom  having  not  seen 
we  love,  and  building  up  the  body  of  believers. 

After  the  singing  of  one  verse  of  "I  Live  for 
Him  Who  Died  for  Me,"  and  prayer,  Dr.  Porter 
brought  a  great  evangelistic  message,  announc¬ 
ing  as  his  text  Matthew  27:22.  What  then  shall 
I  do  with  Jesus  who  is  called  the  Christ?  Then 
the  Omt  Divide  as  his  subject.  He  portrayed 


the  character  of  Pilate,  showing  how  he  tried  to 
evade  the  Issue  by  sending  Jesus  to  Herod.  How 
he  tried  to  compromise,  but  Anally  surrendered 
Jesus  to  the  mob,  and  washing  his  hands  as  If 
to  decalre  his  Innocense.  He  then  showed  bow 
Pilate's  problem  is  our  problem  as  a  nation  and 
as  individuals.  He  then  asked,  Why  do  any¬ 
thing  with  Jesus? — discussing  the  Importance 
of  personal  salvation.  His  next  question 
was,  What  would  you  do  with  Him?  To¬ 
day  in  these  troublesome  times,  what  can  a  man 
do  without  Jesus?  And  In  the  great  day  to 
which  we  are  ail  traveling  there  will  be  the 
question.  What  will  you  do  without  Him  then? 
but  a  more  important  one,  What  will  Jesus  do 
with  you?  He  closed  with  a  great  appeal  for 
personal  surrender.  A  number  requested  prayer, 
and  after  the  prayer  the  convention  sang.  "Hid¬ 
ing  In  Thee,"  during  which  a  number  made  pub¬ 
lic  their  decision  to  accept  Christ  by  giving  Dr. 
Porter  their  hands.  Rev.  J.  R.  G.|  Hewlett,  of 
Water  Valley,  closed  the  service  with  prayer. 

Thursday  Morning  Session. 

The  convention  opened  Thursday  morning 
promptly  at  8:46.  The  8unday  school  section 
met  in  the  Methodist  church  with  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  convention  presiding,  The  B.  Y.  P. 
U.  section  met  at  the  Baptist  church  with  Rev. 
W.  E.  Farr,  vice-president,  presiding.  , 

Sunday  School  Section. 

Rev.  H.  T.  McLaurln,  recently  pastor  of  Utica, 
but  now  District  Enlistment  Missionary  for  the 
Fourth  District,  had  charge  of  devotional  serv¬ 
ices.  At  the  close  of  this  Mr.  Strickland  was 
given  the  entire  time  for  a  conference  tn  Organ¬ 
ized  Class  Work.  He  first  dealt  with  some  of 
the  problems  of  superintendents,  placing  special 
emphasis  on  six  point  record  system.  He  then 
said  the  genius  of  organized  classes  is  activity 
and  dealth,  especially  with  the  senior  and  adult 
classes.  The  following  officers  were  named  and 
their  duties  outlined: 

The  president  is  the  chief  excutlve.  of  the 
<lass  and  responsible  for  class  program.  The 
first  vice-president  is  responsible  for  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  ol  the  class.  The  second  vice-president  is 
responsible  for  the  social  features  and  spirit  of 
the  class:  the  third  vice-president  is  the  leader 
In  the  religious  activity  of  the  class;  the  secre¬ 
tary  has  to  do  with  the  making  and  keeping  of 
the  records.  The  treasurer  is  charg  id  with  in¬ 
spiring  the  class  to  give  to  the  benevolent  causes 
fostered  by  the  denomination.  The  reporter  Is 
responsible  for  the  publicity  of  the  class.  After 
the  song,  "Rescue  the  Perishing,"  Dr.  Lawronce 
dismissed  the  body  with  prayer  and  all  went  to 
the  Baptist  church  for  the  Joint  session. 

B.  Y.  P.  IT.  Section. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Greene  of  Vicksburg  had  charge  of 
the  devotional  exercises.  Following  the  service 
Mr  H.  E.  Herring  spoke  on  the  aubjjct.  "How, 
Bethlem  Reached  the  Standard."  in  this  dis¬ 
cussion  Mr.  Herring  showed  how  p  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
in  a  small  country  church  became  the  standard 
Bj  Y.  P.  U.  Following  Mr.  Herring's  address 
Mtss  Audelle  Alford  spoke  briefly  but  effective¬ 
ly  on  the  subject,  "Magnify  the  Group  Captain's 
Work."  Then  another  Mississippi  College  stu¬ 
dent.  Mr.  Robert  Gandy,  spoke  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
in  our  denominational  schools.  As  a  climax  to 
these  excellent  addresses,  Miss  Madge  Flournoy, 
of  Aberdeen,  brought  a  message  on  the  necessity 
and  possibility  of  the  country  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Miss 
Flournoy  Impressed  all  with  her  conviction,  con¬ 
secration  and  zeal. 

•  Joint  Session 

In  spite  of  the  rain  and  mud  a  great  crowd 
entered  the  Baptist  church  for  this  hour.  There 
was  scarcely  standing  room  anywhere.  Mr.  Watts, 
president  of  the  convention,  then  asked  for  per¬ 
mission  to  have  the  report  on  denominations 
read.  Rev.  J.  R.  G.  Hewlett  read  the  report, 
which  was  adopted  as  follows:  For  President. 
Dr.  J.  L.  Johnson;  for  Vice-President  B.  Y.  P. 
U„  W.  E.  Holcomb:  for  Vice-President  of  Sun¬ 
day  School,  Chester  Byrne:  for  Secretary-Treas¬ 
urer,  Miss  Joy  King.  Time.  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Sunday  in  March,  1912,  7:10  P.  M.;  place, 


Laurel.  Miss.  The  report  was  not  only  adopted 
by  the  convention  but  heartily  endorsed  by 
everyone. 

Wr.  Watts  then  relinquished  the  President's' 
chair  to  Dr.  Johnson;  Miss  Joy  King  cams  to 
the  Secretary's  chair;  Rev.  W.  H.  Morgan  of 
Leland  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Recommendations  to  the  Convention;  the  re¬ 
port  was  adopted  as  read. 

At  this  time  Mr.  Lee  spoke  to  the  convention 
on  Why  My  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Failed.  He  etated  in 
outline  as  follows:  First,  on  account  of  the 
people;  second,  on  account  of  the  church,  for 
lack  of  interest;  third,  on  account  of  the  pas¬ 
tor,  for  his  lack  of  co-operation.  After  all  the 
pastor  is  the  master-key  of  the  situation.  He 
closed  with  this  timely  question,  "Has  the  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  Justified  Its  existence?" 

The  convention  then  sang  "Trust  and  Obey." 
after  which  Dr.  Porter  addressed  the  convention 
with  power  on  his  chosen  theme,  "The  Revela¬ 
tion  of  Jesus  Christ."  Rev.  1:1.  He  said  first 
that  the  world  is  a  marvelous  revelation  of  Jeens 
Christ.  Second,  that  human  history  la  a  revela¬ 
tion.  for  history  is  but  his  story.  Third,  that 
the  whole  Bible  is  a  revelation  of  Jesus,  and 
fourth,  that  we  are  the  revelation  of  Christ.  The 
convention  sang  "Take  the  Name  of  Jesus  with 
You,”  and  was  led  in  prayer  by  Dr.  Greeno.  At 
this  time  the  announcement  was  made  that  prep¬ 
aration  for  dinner  had  been  hindered  by  the  rain, 
so  the  Junior  B.  Y.  P.  U.  of  the  West  Laurel 
Baptist  Church,  which  was  to  give  demonstra¬ 
tion  at  the  evening  service,  came  to  the  rostrum 
and  under  the  leadership  of  Mias  McDonald  dem¬ 
onstrated  thd  actual  workings  of  the  Junior 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  to  the  interest  and  information  of  all. 
Their  subject  was  “Growing  Christian."  and  the 
scripture  passage  II  Peter  1:1-11.  The  program 
was  as  follows:

Rev.  Oscar  Blount  of  Marks  conducted  devo¬ 
tional  exercise,  which  was  concluded  with  pray¬ 
er  by  Dr.  Thos.  Spike  of  Ripley.  The  first  item 
on  the  program  was  an  address  by  Rev,  Zeno 
Wall  of  Clinton,  on  the  subset  "The  Answer  of 
the  Call."  He  read  Acts  16:9-10:  He  spoke 
first  of  the  revelation  of  the  needy  foreign  world 
to  a  Christian;  second,  the  resltatlon  of  Intelli¬ 
gent  and  divine  words — Come  over  and  help  ua 
Third  the  resignation  to  the  divine  will.  Fourth, 
the  regulation  of  His  course.  The  remuneration. 
Dr.  Wall  brought  a  message  of  God's  word  Im¬ 
bued  with  the.  Holy  Spirit's  power  and  led  us 
all  to  the  very  heights,  giving  a  vision  of  the 
call  and  our  responsibilities  as  representatives 
or  Christ.  At  the  close  of  his  address,  while  Sing¬ 
ing  "Where  He  Leads  I  Will  Follow"  no  leas 
than  one  hundred  young  people  expressed  their 
willingness  and  purpose  to  answer  the  call  of 
Jesus  to  a  definite  Christian  task  at  home  or 
abroad. 

While  we  were  on  the  heights  Dr.  Porter  came 
with  his  last  message.  His  subject  was  "Isaiah's 
Vision  of  God,"  Isaiah  6:1.  The  spirit  that  was 
speaking  to  us  was  the  same  but  only  came 
through  a  different  man.  Before  speaking,  how¬ 
ever.  Dr.  Porter  paid  a  trlbue  to  the  spirit  of 
Mississippi  Baptists.  His  message  onUlned  Is  as 
follows:  First.  Isaiah  had  a  vision  of  Ood:  sec¬ 
ond,  he  bad  a  vision  of  himself;  third  he  hsd  a

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Now  it  would  seem  superfluous  to  ash  what  Is 
it.  when  everbody  is  familiar  with  It,  and  It  is 
dally  and  hourly  before  our  eyes.  And  yet  we 
may  be  so  familiar  with  It  as  to  fall  in  the  actual 
estimate  of  It  or  cease  to  be  surprised  or  offended 
at  It.  Then  man's  sense  of  it  or  offense  at  it 
may  not  be  what  God's  is  and  what  God  Includes 
in  It.  It  Is  an  old  habit  of  men  to 

"Compound  for  sins  they  have  a  mind  to, 

By  damning  those  they're  not  Inclined  to.” 

It  is  easy  and  common  to  be  very  severe  with 
the  offenses  of  others  and  very  lenient  with  our 
own.  The  things  that  sometimes  pass  the  Inspec¬ 
tion  of  men  or  are  highly  esteemed  by  them  may 
be  an  abomination  in  the  sight  of  God. 

What  does  God  say  that  sin  Is?  His  word  has 
a  great  deal  to  say  about  It  and  speaks  of  it  In 
psuch  a  way  as  to  unmask  it  in  whatever  form  It 
may  appear.  The  one  passage  In  mind  at  present 
Is  In  John's  first  epistle,  which  says,  "Sin  Is  law¬ 
lessness,”  or  "Sin  is  transgression  of  law."  It  Is 
-  not  easy  to  put  Into  the  same  number  of  English 
words  the  equivalent  of  the  Greek,  and  go  it  re, 
quires  some  explanation  or  amplification.  Dr. 
Broadus  used  to  say  that  this  sentence  from  John 
Is  one  of  the  finest  examples  In  the  New  Testament 
of  the  exact  use  of  the  definite  article.  _  _ 
the  definite  article  is  not  used  at  all  In  the 
lean  revision,  yet  in  the  Greek  it  is  used  on  both 
sides  of  the  verb:  "The  thing  sin  is  the  thing 
transgression  of  law."  That  means  that  you  may 
make  a  mathematical  equation  of  it  and  write  It. 

The  thing  sin  equuals  the  thing  transgression  of 
law.”  The  definite  article  "the"  makes  either  noun 
the  subject,  so  that  you  may  revise  the  equation 
and  say.  "The  thing  transgression  of  law  is  (or 
equals)  the  thing  sin."  The  propossitlon  is  rever¬ 
sible. 

Now  this  much  of  your  time  has  been  taken 
that  we  may  get  at  what  this  thing  of  sin  really 
is,  whenever  and  wherever  you  find  It.  Essential¬ 
ly  therefore  it  has  to  do  with  law.

tended  to  produce  righteousness  Is  the 
of  the  will  of  God.  Even  human  laws  _ 
mulgated  are  the  expression  of  the  will  o|f  God. 
Because  human  government  Is  authorized  and 
sanctioned  of  God,  It  is  an  expression  of  the  will 
of  God.  In  this  sense,  the  voice  of  thq  people  is 
the  voice  of  God. 

In  the  same  way  the  laws  of  nature,  or  the  nat¬ 
ural  law.  are  the  expression  of  the  will  of  God. 
Human  government  rightly  administered  and  the 
laws  of  nature  alike  are  God's  method  of  working; 
they  show  God  In  action.  Of  both  it  may  be  said 
they  bear  not  the  sword  in  vain.  And  woe  betide 
the  man  who  disregards  their  mandates.  The  pro¬ 
cesses  of  human  government,  owing  to  the  weak¬ 
ness  and  corruption  of  men,  sometimes  miscarry. 
Not  so  the  laws  of  nature.  To  violate  then)  is  to 
sin  against  God  and  to  Invite  terrible  punishment. 
There  are  many  sufferers  in  this  trail;  few  that  are 
not  sufferers  here.  The  law  of  nature  Is  inexora¬ 
ble.  To  break  it  is  to  be  crushed  by  it  To  obey  It 
is  to  reign  by  means  of  it,  to  reign  with  God.  It 
was  the  will  of  God  that  many  should  reign  with 
him.  Ood  made  .man  In  his  own  image,  to  be  and 
do  as  Ood  does,  and  so  he  gave  him  dominion. 
Oomluion  Is  by  obedience  to  law. 

Now  sin  Is  a  violation  of  law,  or  violation  of  law 
is  sin.  That  is  sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  will 
of  God.  It  Is  a  personal  offense  against  God  him¬ 
self.  Law  is  not  a  system  of  rules  which  we  have 
formulated  or  agreed  upon  as  a  convenient  method 
of  getting  along.  The  law  of  God  Is  a  living  thing, 
or  as  Paul  says,  "The  law  is  spiritual.”  It  is  not 
a  dead  letter  but  the  living  voice  of  the  living 
God.  When  we  deal  with  the  law  we  deal  with 
God;  when  we  hear  the  law  we  hear  God;  when 
we  reject  the  law  we  reject  Ood;  when  we  obey 
the  law  we  obey  God. 

8in  is  a  personal  affront  offered  to  the  holy  and 
living  Ood.  We  challenge  his  authority,  we  dis¬ 


pute  his  supremacy  everywhere  when  we  disobey 
his  commandment. 

To  violate  natural  law  brings  temporal  punish¬ 
ment,  because  natural  law  is  Itself  temporal  and 
has  to  do  with  temporal  and  material  things.  The 
punishment  is  certain  and  inevitable,  but  It  is  not 
eternal.  It  Is  temporal.  There  Is  no  reason  to  sup¬ 
pose  that  God's  present  method  of  governing  the 
material  universe  will  continue  forever.  The  law 
of  gravitation,  of  electricity,  of  heat  or  sound  may 
be  changed  without  any  change  in  the  nature  of 
God.  They  are  his  present  orderly  methods  of 
governing  the  world,  necessary  to  our  orderly  ex- 
tence,  but  he  may  change  them  at  will, 
be  a  new  heaven  and 
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There  will 
All  the  present 
in  the  coming 
away.  They  are 
mere  temporary  expediencies,  laws  for  our  tem¬ 
poral  welfare,  the  violation  of  which  brings  tem¬ 
poral  punishment.  Sins  against  nature  are  follow- 
e«l  by  nature's  penalties. 

But  one  Jot  or  one  tittle  of  his  moral  law  shall 
never  fail.  It  is  a  revelation  of  the  eternal,  un¬ 
changeable  character  of  Ood.  To  violate  moral  law 
Is  to  bring  eternal  punishment.  It  Is  a  thrust  at 
the  person  of  the  holy  God.  It  Is  an  effort  to  de¬ 
throne  righteousness  from  the  universe  and  put 
For  while  the  devil  in  God’s  place. 

Amer-  Not  that  sin  is  always  a  conscious  attempt  to 
dethrone  God  and  resist  his  authority.  It  may 
not  In  every  sinner  attain  that  In  this  age.  The 
word  "lawlessness,"  or  "transgression  of  law," 
does  not  fully  convey  the  meaning  of  the  word 
which  is  given  as  the  equivalent  of  sin.  The  West¬ 
minster  catechism  Is  more  nearly  a  correct  rep¬ 
resentation.  namely  that  "sin  is  any  transgres¬ 
sion  of  the  law  of  God  or  lack  of  conformity  there¬ 
to.  The  word  in  John’s  epistle  means  not  only  a 
wilful  violation  of  the  commandment,  not  only  an 
ignoring  of  a  known  command,  but  any  failure 
fully  to  meet  Its  requirement,  even  though  it  be 
by  Ignorance  of  lu  existence  or  nature.

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domesticated  animals.  The  word  literally 
means  "living  ones.'  That  Is  the  only  name 
that  is  given  them  and  that  is  almost  all  that  we 
are  told  about  them.  They  are  not  called  beasts, 
or  even  creatures,  though  they  represent  symboli¬ 
cally  seme  of  God's  created  things  and  John  says 
they  were  like  a  lion,  a  calf,  an  eagle,  and  one 
“had  the  face  of  a  man. 

Now  don't  expect  this  writer  to  tell  you  all  the 
significance  of  this  scene  into  which  John  was  in¬ 
troduced,  for  he  doesn't  know  any  more  than  is 
written  in  the  book.  Their  name  Indicates  their 
characteristic  and  that  Is  what  we  wish  to  call  at¬ 
tention  to:  They  were  “living  ones."  They  were 
instinct  with  the  principle  of  life.  They  were  the 
embodiment  of  the  living  impulse.  You  will  bear 
In  mind  that  John's  gospel  as  well  as  this  Book  of 
Revelation  have  much  to  say  about  life.  If  your 
memory  Is  not  active  a  concordance  will  show 
bow  frequently  the  word  and  idea  are  found  in 
these  books  and  how  large  a  place  if  held  in  John's 
conception  of  the  work  of  Jesus.  It  was  the  thing 
for  which  Jesus  came  and  the  thing  for  which  John 
wrote  his  gospel.  The  last  chapter  of  Revelation 
speaks  of  the  water  of  life  and  the  tree  of  life. 

Thinking  of  these  passages  will  perhaps  help  ils 
to  understand  something  of  what  Is  meant  by 
these  “living  ones."  The  first  thing  you  notice 
about  them  ia  their  number,  four.  Does  this  mean 
that  this  embodiment  of  life,  this  symbol  of  cre¬ 
ated  and  manifested  life  Is  on  every  side?  There 
are  four  sides  or  directions,  just  as  the  gates  of 
the  New  Jerusalem  opened  northward  and  east¬ 
ward  and  southward  and  west  ward.  Ood's  man¬ 
ifested  activity  is  on  everyhand  and  in  every  di¬ 
rection. 

You  will  also  see  that  these  four  living  ones 
are  In  the  midst  of  the  throne  and  round  about 
the  throne.  This  would  seem  to  signify  that  the 
nearer  you  get  to  God  the  greater  the  forces  of 
life.  Away  from  him  Is  weakness;  apart  from  him 
is  death,  but  close  to  him  are  the  sources  and  the 
fulness  of  life.  Those  who  are  closest  in  heaven 
or  on  earth,  have  the  more  nbundant  life.  It  will 
be  renumbered  that  in  the  last  chapter  of  Revela¬ 
tion  thq  river  of  the  water  of  life  is  said  to  pro¬ 
ceed  out  of  the  throne  of  Ood  and  the  I>amb.  The 
highest  energies,  the  migbtest  forces  gather  about 
the  throne  and  In  the  midst  of  the  throne.  It  la 
also  worth  noting  that  it  is  in  and  near  the  sym¬ 
bol  of  authority  and  sovereignty  of  Ood  that  life 
finds  its  highest  expression.  It  is  well  to  think 
highly  and  speak  much  of  the  love  of  Ood.  but  life 
Is  from  the  establishing  and  recognising  the  reign 
of  God  In  us.  The  gospel  Is  a  "gospel  of  the  king¬ 
dom.” 

The  wpy  in  which  this  life  is  Indicated  is  shown 
in  the  description  given  of  these  "living  ones." 
They  take  a  variety  of  forms.  One  is  like  a  lion, 
another  like  a  calf,  another  has  the  face  of  a  man, 
and  a  fourth  is  like  a  flying  eagle.  The  living 
God  pours  out  the  Inexhaustible  resources  of  his 
life  in  endless  and  Indescribable  profusion.  There 
is  no  limit  to  the  manifold  manifestation  of  life 
from  the  highest  to  the  lowest  in  his  created  uni¬ 
verse.  The  serving  and  serviceable  bovine,  the 
free  and  unrestrained  and  tameless  life  of  the 
outer  world  seen  In  the  lion,  the  intelligence  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  human  face,  the  soaring  agle  which 
was  the  first  conqueror  of  the  air;;  all  these  are 
expressions  of  limitless  life. 

This  life  is  also  further  shown  in  the  living 
ones  being  full  of  eyes  befbre  and  behind.  Life  is 
first  receptive,  It  takes  in  the  revelation  of  Ood, 

It  learns  from  him,  it  beholds  him.  That  they 
were  full  of  eyes  Indicates  the  limitless  capacity 
for  knowledge,  especially  the  knowledge  of  God. 
Thy  are  also  said  to  have  six  wings.  These  sym¬ 
bolise  their  activity  and  capacity  for  service.  All 
alike  serve  Him.  Every  manifestation  of  life  is 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  his  will. 

They  further  display  this  superlative  life  by 
ceaseless  worship:  “They  rest  not  day  and  night, 
saying.  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  God,  the  Al¬ 
mighty,  who  was  and  who  Is  and  who  Is  to  come. 
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Here  is  the  highest  and  finest  exhibition  and  use 
of  life. 

It  la  well  If  we  can  In  this  life  come  near  the 
throne,  and  In  the  life  to  come  the  highest  life 
is  that  which  Is  closest  to  Him. 


TWELVE  HOl'RM 

The  opposition  to  Jeeus  In  Jerusalem  and 
Judea  was  so  bitter  that  his  disciples  were  afraid 
for  him  to  return;  they  were  sure  it  meant  death 
to  him  and  they  sought  to  dissuide  him  from 
going  even  to  the  bedside  or  graveside  of  his 
friend  Laxarua.  Thomas  was  so  certain  that 
the  Jews  would  kill  him  that  he  said  to  his 
fellow  disciples,  “Let  us  also  go  and  die  with 
him."  But  Jesus  said,  “Are  there  not  twelve 
hours  in  the  day?  If  a  man  walk  In  the  day  he 
stumbleth  not,  bcause  he  seeth  the  light  of  this 
world.  But  if  a  man  walk  In  the  night,  he  stum¬ 
bleth,  because  the  light  Is  not  In  him." 

Here  Jesus  states  two  complementary  princi¬ 
ples  of  life.  The  first  is  sometimes  put  Into  the 
sentence  that  a  man  is  immortal  till  his  work 
Is  done.  To  be  sure  the  twelve  hours,  according 
to  the  way  of  reckoning  at  that  time,  were  not 
always  of  equal  length.  From  sun  rise  to  sun  set 
does  not  always  measure  the  same  length  of 
time.  So  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave  does  not 
always  measure  the  same  period  of  life.  Some 
men  live  a  long  life;  others  have  a  short  life. 
But  a  man  Is  given  time  enough  to  finish  his 
work.  Some  men  live  to  be  a  hundred  years; 
Jesus  lived  only  about  thirty-three,  but  be  finish¬ 
ed  his  work.  More  than  onoe  he  said  "Mine  hour 
is  not  yet  come."  But  at  the  last  he  said,  "The 
hour  is  come.”  He  recognized  that  he  had  a 
certain  work  to  do  and  that  nothing  could  inter¬ 
fere  with  him  until  it  was  done.  Like  every 
man  he  was  given  his  twelve  hours  in  which  to 
do  his  work. 

Does  this  mean  that  no  man  will  die  till  hie 
time  comes?  Not  at  all.  Many  people  die  before 
their  proper  time.  It  Is  probable  that  most  peo¬ 
ple  by  some  sin  or  mistake  shorten  their  days. 
In  other  words,  most  people  are  conscious  or 
unconslous  suicides.  It  does  mean  that  “if  any 
man  walketh  In  the  day  he  stumbleth  not." 
That  Is  if  he  Is  walking  In  the  way  of  Ood's 
appointment.  If  he  Is  fulfilling  the  mission 
which  God  has  given  him,  the  Father  will  take 
care  of  him  till  his  day  is  done. 

Jesus  was  conscious  of  following  tbe  leading 
of  the  Father's  will;  he  knew  that  the  thing  that 
he  was  doing  was  what  Ood  wanted  him  to  do 
and  he  was  not  afraid  of  being  Interrupted  till 
the  work  was  complete.  In  another  chapter  we 
are  told  that  he  said  the  Father  hath  not  left 
me  alone  because  1  do  always  that  which  is 
pleasing  In  his  sight.  And  at  another  time  he  sent 
-  the  challenge  to  Herod  when  somebody  told  him 
that  Herod  was  seeking  to  kill  him:  “Go  tell  that 
Fox,  Behold,  I  cast  out  demons  and  perform 
cures  today  and  tomorrow,  and  the  third  day  I 
am  perfected:"  and  then  he  added,  "Neverthe¬ 
less  I  must  go  my  way  today  and  tomorrow,  and 
the  day  following.”  He  was  safe  only  as  be  went 
on  his  way  and  he  was  ready  and  willing  to  go 
even  to  "the  day  following."  Only  the  straight 
course  is  the  safe  course. 

This  reaches  the  second  life  principle  namely 
that  the  time  for  what  we  have  to  do  fs  limited. 
If  there  are  twelve  hours  in  the  day.  there  are 
only  twelve  honrs.  If  we  are  safe  while  tbe  light 
of  the  world  lasts,  we  are  sure  to  stumble  when 
It  Is  over:  “If  a  man  walk  In  the  night,  he  stum¬ 
bleth  because  the  light  Is  not  In  him.  Jesus  rec¬ 
ognized  that  his  life  was  subject  to  th's  limita¬ 
tion  Just  as  our  lives  are.  He  didn't  have  a 
minute  to  throw  away.  And  we  have  not.  He 
was  economical  in  the  use  of  time  as  he  was  In 
the  use  of  everything  else.  He  must  hasten  to 
the  end  or  the  work  would  not  be  finished.  He 
said.  “I  have  a  baptism  to  be  baptised  with  and 
how  am  I  straitened  until  It  be  accomplished. 
He  dared  not  stop  till  It  was  done.  And  at  the 
last  he  cried  in  triumph  on  the  Cross.  "It  Is 
finished." 

Any  man  who  wastes  tims  gets  his  feet  tangled 


up.  Any  opportunity  not  employed  returns  only 
in  confusion  and  as  a  stumbling  block.  The  child¬ 
ren  of  Israel  who  refused  the  entrance  into 
Canaan  from  Kadeeh  Barnea  were  not  permitted 
to  enter  the  next  day  when  they  tried  A  day 
lost  returns  to  curse  us.  The  blessings  pronounc¬ 
ed  upon  tbe  mountain  top  of  each  new  day  If  not 
used  aright  will  echo  in  curses  from  the  moun¬ 
tain  across  tbe  evening  shadows.  There  are  twelve 
hours  In  the  day.  If  a  man  walk  In  the  day,  he 
stumbleth  not.

(Sermon  by  W.  L.  House.  Sardis) 


The  devil,  as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh  about 
seeking  whom  he  may  devour. — 1  Peter  6:8. 

That  satan  is  indeed  an  active  agent  working 
according  to  his  own  pleasure,  is  an  undisputed 
question.  The  Bible  plainly  reveals  the  actual 
workings  of  his  mighty  force  following  closely 
the  trail  of  man  all  down  through  the  ages.  He 
renewed  his  fight  in  dead  earnest  during  tbe 
earthly  ministry  of  Jesus  who  finally  conquered 
him  In  the  Calvary  battle  about  the  cross.  He 
will  never  fight  Jesus  any  more.  But  he  is  con¬ 
stantly  on  the  alert  with  reference  to  his  domin¬ 
ion  over  the  souls  of  men  snd  women.
